First look Jaguar enters the SUV arena with 
a sporty and spacious Porsche Macan rival

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Unlike its Land Rover siblings, the new F-Pace is being aimed at on-road buyers, despite its all-wheel drive tech 


THIS IS THE long-awaited Jaguar 
F-Pace, the first SUV to come from 
the famous British marque after 
more than 70 years of building 
executive saloons and sports cars. 

The F-Pace SUV continues a busy 
year of launches for the revitalised 
Jaguar, following the well-received 
XE and XF saloons into showrooms. 
The F-Pace is sized between these 
two in length, and shares similar 
technology and engines, as well as 
the acclaimed driving dynamics, 
according to Jaguar. 

Offering an SUV, however 
controversial, is something Jaguar 
can no longer ignore as it seeks to 
significantly increase its sales. SUV 
sales in this country increased 63% 
between 2004 and 2014, and the 
rise shows no signs of slowing 
down. Just look at the success of 
sister brand Land Rover: it recorded 
a 25% year-on-year increase in sales 
in the first half of 2015 on the back 
of the success of the new Land 
Rover Discovery Sport, a model not 
too dissimilar in size and price, if 
different in execution, to the F-Pace.

The engine range is borrowed 
from the XE and the XF, and this 
means the entry-level diesel unit is 
the 2.0-litre Tngenium’ engine. It 
has I78bhp and 3i81b ft, comes with 
a six-speed manual gearbox and 
rear-wheel drive as standard. 

All- wheel drive can be linked to this 
engine, at which point an eight- 
speed automatic gearbox also 
becomes optional. 

The 2WD F-Pace is most frugal 
with this engine, claiming 57.7mpg 
and the lowest CO2 emissions in its 
class, I29g/km, which will match 
the Discovery Sport. By contrast the 
lowest the Audi Q5 can manage is 
I47g/km, while the BMW X3 and X4 
twins manage just I42g/km, and 
the Porsche Macan pumps out 
i6ig/km.

Land Rover models. Further tech 
includes systems designed to make 
the car more controllable in 
low-speed and low-grip situations. 

Class-leading space inside 

The spacious, luxurious interior of 
the F-Pace seats five adults in 
comfort, Jaguar claims. It points to 
the knee room for rear passengers 
as being class-leading, and the vast 
boot space of 650 litres also 
comfortably eclipses its rivals, 
including the Q5, X3 and Macan. 
With the rear seats folded flat, there 
is 1740 litres of space. A 40 :20 40 
split of the rear seats is offered, 
along with an optional four-zone 
climate control. 

The centrepiece of the interior 
is a standard Sin or optional io.2in 
touchscreen that houses the 
standard InControl or optional 
InControl Pro infotainment system. 
This includes navigation as 
standard, plus a wifi hotspot 
capability that allows up to eight 
devices to be connected at once. 

The cabin plays host to numerous 
USB ports and 12V charging points, 
along with plenty of spacious cubby 
holes for holding small oddments 
and larger water bottles. 


The instrument binnacle is in 
fact a I2.3in HD screen that shows 
everything from the speed to 3D 
navigation. A laser head-up display 
unit is also offered, which can 
project navigation instructions and 
speed limits onto the windscreen. 

Safety to the fore 

A whole host of safety features will 
be offered on the new F-Pace, which 
Jaguar is hoping will score 
a five-star Euro NCAP rating when 
it’s eventually tested. Safety 
functions will include Autonomous 
Emergency Braking with pedestrian 
detection. Lane Departure Warning, 
an Intelligent Speed Limiter and 
a Driver Condition Monitor. 

The exterior design of the F-Pace 
is instantly recognisable as a Jaguar. 
This is despite being a bodystyle the 
company has never produced 
before, save for the C-X17 concept 
car of 2013 that closely previewed 
the F-Pace. Jaguar is claiming the 
body to be one of the most 
aerodynamic in its class, which 
should aid the car’s fuel economy. 

Handsomely equipped 

From launch, five trim levels will 
be offered. The entry-level level 
Prestige (from £34,170), is very well 


specced as standard. It includes 
heated and electrically adjustable 
leather seats, i8in alloys, a powered 
tailgate, front and rear parking 
sensors, sat-nav, wifi, split folding 
rear seats, and Hill Launch Assist/ 
Descent Control among numerous 
other comfort, convenience and 
safety features. 

R-Sport trim (from £36,670) adds 
sports leather seats, igin alloys, 
sporty trim and xenon headlights. 
The plush Portfolio trim (from 
£39,170) adds a more luxurious 
leather interior and features an 
upgraded sound system and 
panoramic roof, while S trim (from

£51,450) is the range-topper with a 
host of associated upgrades. This is 
only offered on the V6 models. 

Jaguar is also offering a special, 
fully-loaded First Edition model, 
equipped with the V6 diesel engine. 
This luxuriously-appointed trim is 
based on the S and includes 
reclining rear leather seats, 22in 
alloys and a top-of-the-range 
infotainment system. 

The F-Pace order books are open 
now, with first deliveries due in 
spring 2016.

Verdict Smooth and refined, and an interesting alternative to the Qashqai ★★★★

IF YOU'RE IN the market for a small 
SUV, the Nissan Qashqai seems to 
have become the default choice. 
Many rival SUVs have tried to 
out-perform it, and the new 
Hyundai Tucson is the latest. 

It's a replacement for the firm's 
ix35, and is offered with a selection 
of engines, two- or four-wheel drive, 
automatic or manual transmissions 
and a wide range of equipment. 

Prices for the new Tucson start at 
£18,695 but the version reviewed 
here - a mid-spec SE Nav with the 
entry-level 1.7-Iitre diesel engine - 
costs £22,795. 

Good to drive and efficient too 

The 1.7-Iitre diesel in the Tucson 
isn't particularly powerful but it 
doesn't feel much slower than the 
more expensive 2.0-Iitre diesel. It 
drives the front wheels through a 
slick, six-speed manual gearbox, 
and it feels quieter and smoother 
than the larger engine. 

An equally pleasant surprise is 
that the Hyundai steers and rides in 


a smooth and composed fashion. 
Admittedly, the steering is a little 
vague around the straight-ahead 
position, but, otherwise, it's precise 
and well weighted. 

There's more good news 
regarding running costs. Hyundai 
claims this version averages 
6i.7mpg and emits ii9g/km of CO 2, 
compared with the 2.0-Iitre's 
54.3mpg and I27g/km. So, as well as

small savings on the fuel front, it 
costs £80 a year less to tax. 

Plenty of space to stretch 

The Tucson's cabin is pleasant, 
spacious and durable. In the front, 
you'll find plenty of room, 
comfortable seats and a sensibly 
laid-out dashboard. There are 
plenty of storage places, and you 
won't be struggling to find 


an5nvhere to stow your valuables. 
There's a wide range of seat 
adjustment and the steering 
column adjusts for rise as well as 
reach, so it's easy to find a decent 
driving position. 

In the back, the Hyundai once 
again majors on space. Even with 
a six-foot-tall driver in place, the 
passenger behind them won't be 
short of leg room. There's plenty of 
room for three to sit abreast on the 
back seats. The central tunnel is low 
and wide, allowing the middle 
passenger to rest their feet on it. 
Shorter passengers might find their 
view out restricted by the narrow, 
high-set rear windows, though. 

The large boot, complete with 
tie-down points and bag hooks, 
should be roomy and practical 
enough for most users. The rear 
seats split and fold easily, too. 

The SE Nav has lots of standard 
equipment including heated seats, 
dual-zone climate control, 
electrically heated and folding 
mirrors, cruise control, parking 
sensors, a reversing camera and 
an 8.0-inch navigation system. 

There are numerous other neat 
features, too, such as a cooled 
glovebox. However, while build 
quality feels generally good, many 
of the plastics are hard to touch 
and unattractive. 

A tempting proposition 

While not class leading, the new 
Hyundai Tucson is worthy of closer 
inspection by anyone seeking a 
practical and cost-effective SUV. 

It's a great choice in this SE Nav 
spec, and a tempting alternative 
to the Nissan Qashqai. Eactor in 
its standard five-year warranty 
and its appeal only increases.

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Kia Cee’d 

First drive Kia’s popular hatchback gets an update, with new interior trim and a three-cylinder engine option 
Verdict All the traditional Cee’d virtues, plus added quality and refinement ★★★★ ■

THE CEE’D HAS always been 
a hugely important model for Kia 
- since its launch in 2006 it’s sold 
more than one million of them. 

It’s not surprising, then, to see Kia 
introducing some updates to keep it 
fresh. The changes include styling 
tweaks and upgraded materials. 
Ride comfort, handling and 
refinement have all been focused 
on, too, making the new Cee’d 
smoother and sharper to drive. 

All the Cee’d’s engines are now 
Euro 6 rated, and there’s a new 
turbocharged 1.0-litre three- 
cylinder petrol engine. It comes in 
two power outputs, ggbhp and 
iiSbhp, and we’ve tried the 
higher-powered version here in the 
new sporty-looking GT Line trim. 

Smooth with good performance 

On the road it’s very impressive. It’s 
one of the most refined three- 
cylinder units we’ve driven, staying 
vibration free and quiet during 
normal driving. Even pushing it 
hard only produces a hushed thrum 


from the engine. The manual 
gearchange is reasonably slick, too, 
while high-speed road noise and 
wind noise are well subdued. 

The Cee’d’s performance is 
surprisingly good, too. It’s not fast, 
but because its torque is available 
over a usefully broad range, it’ll pull 
from low revs without fuss, even if 
ultimately it never feels quick. 

Unfortunately, the Cee’d’s ride 
and handling aren’t quite as good. 
Our GT Line model with large lyin 
wheels and stiffer suspension felt 
unsurprisingly firm over ruts and 
bumps, and its steering remains 
vague and inconsistently weighted, 
and doesn’t inspire confidence. 

Practical and well equipped 

The Cee’d is decently spacious 
inside. There’s enough room for 
four adults to sit comfortably, and 
the driver gets a decent range of 
steering wheel and seat adjustment. 

The boot, at 380 litres, is bigger 
than the VW Golf’s and the Eord 
Eocus’s, and its relatively small lip 


and wide opening makes it easier to 
load awkwardly-sized luggage. The 
Kia’s rear seats also split 60/40 and 
fold down almost fiat. 

On the dashboard there are new 
chrome accents that give the interior 
a genuine lift. The climate controls 
are clearly labelled and nicely 
laid out, while perceived quality is 
better than average for the family 
hatchback class. 


Our car was fitted with Kia’s 
responsive y.oin touchscreen 
sat-nav system, which now features 
more connected services such as 
live weather, speed camera and 
travel information, accessed via 
your smartphone’s data. 

New safety features have been 
introduced for 2015, with 
technology such as blind spot and 
rear cross traffic monitoring, high 
beam assist, road sign reading and 
automatic parking. 

A good all-rounder 

The Cee’d remains spacious, well 
equipped and comparatively cheap 
to buy, with the useful benefit of a 
seven-year warranty. This facelift 
adds improved interior quality, 
better refinement and improved 
efficiency, and the ecoTurbo engine 
gives it even more appeal. However, 
GT Line trim hinders ride quality 
and does little to help the handling, 
so we’d save the cash on that. 

There are cleaner options in this 
class, and some are better to drive, 
too, but the Cee’d is still a good 
value, well-rounded choice.

First drive Mid-life facelift brings new diesel engine, revised suspension, tweaked styling and more equipment 
Verdict Smooth and powerful engine ticks popular SUV’s most important box ★★★★ 




Roomy and well equipped 

Cabin quality is excellent. The 
brand-new 5.0-inch TFT instrument 
cluster works well with the standard 
multi-function wheel, and is 
visually impressive. There’s also a 
new touchscreen infotainment 
system which, in our HSE Dynamic 
test car, had an 8.0-inch display. 

There are no changes to the 
Evoque’s dimensions, so like 
most of its premium small SUV 
rivals, there’s plenty of space in the 
front. Likewise, two adults will find 
there’s lots of leg and shoulder 
room in the rear. The Evoque gets 
redesigned seats for 2016, too, 
which provide good support. 

The boot has the same high lip as 
before but it’s flush with the floor 
and offers good access. 


The ride in this sportier setting is 
overly firm, though, because even 
when set to Normal mode, the 
Evoque rides a little stiffly over 
lumps and bumps. 

Off-road, the Evoque makes light 
work of rutted inclines and harshly 
angled obstacles. It’s no Land Rover 
Defender but will leave most of its 
small SUV rivals stuck in the mud.

JAGUAR LAND ROVER has been 
busy rolling out its new four- 
cylinder Ingenium diesel engine. 
We’ve tried it in the Jaguar XE and 
Land Rover Discovery Sport. Now 
it’s in the Range Rover Evoque. 

The unit replaces the model’s 
old 2.2-litre diesel and is available 
in two states of tune: I48bhp and 
lyybhp, the version we’re driving 
here. It’s mated to a six-speed 
manual gearbox, a transmission 
that will account only for around 
10% of Evoque sales, most buyers 
preferring the nine-speed auto. 

The new diesel engine is part of 
a 2016 facelift. There have been 
minor changes to the Evoque’s 
exterior and interior. It has bigger 
brakes, a revised suspension, a new 
infotainment system and more 
safety kit, too. 

Strong but quiet performer 

The Ingenium engine is a huge 
improvement on the old 2.2. In its 
lyybhp form, you can feel its 
urgency from below 2000rpm. 


Beyond that is a usefully wide band 
of torque that’s easy to exploit. 

It’s much quieter, too, even 
when pushed beyond sooorpm. 
Meanwhile, it cruises at a serene 
i850rpm on the motorway. 

Steering the Evoque is still 
enjoyable. It’s a reasonably quick 
set-up, but one with very little play 
and plenty of accuracy. The 
suspension has been revised so that

the car stays nicely upright in 
tight bends, and the nose dives 
less during hard braking. 

Our car was fitted with the 
optional Adaptive Dynamics 
system (£800). This has a Dynamic 
driving mode that firms up the 
suspension, adds weight to the 
steering and sharpens the throttle. 
A BMW X3 is more alert on a twisty 
road, but there’s still fun to be had. 


Now even more desirable 

Last year, the Evoque got the vastly 
improved nine-speed automatic it 
always deserved and now, with the 
addition of this Ingenium engine, it 
has a very good diesel motor, too. 

Rivals such as the Audi Q5 and 
BMW X3 have stronger engines, 
good build quality and more space 
for a similar price. However, they 
aren’t as desirable and this new 
Ingenium Evoque now has the 
refinement and running costs to 
sway more buyers.

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Porsche 911 

First look Porsche’s updated sports car has a new turbocharged flat-six engine, fresh styling and more equipment 
On sale December Price from £76,412 



Revised infotainment system includes satellite navigation Facelifted 911 has a new rear air vent, bumpers and lights 


PORSCHE KNOWS IT doesn’t need 
to change much to maintain the 
911’s enduring popularity with 
sports car enthusiasts. For years 
now, the model has been the 
benchmark by which all others are 
judged in this sector. However, 
against more advanced and 
powerful competition, in the form 
of the Mercedes- AMG GT and 
Jaguar F-Type Coupe, Porsche has 
been forced to raise its game. 

Enter the upgraded Porsche 911. 
Externally, it has new front and rear 
bumpers, new light clusters, a new 
air vent at the rear and new daytime 
running lights. The real changes, 
however, are under the bonnet. 

All 911 engines now turbocharged 

Excluding the top-end GT3 and 
GT3 RS, for the first time all 
mainstream 911s are turbocharged. 
The facelifted range is powered by a 
twin-turbocharged 3.0-litre flat-six 
petrol engine which, even in the 
entry-level Carrera, develops 
365bhp and 3651b ft of torque. 


That’s enough to get the 911 Carrera 
from o-62mph in 4.2 seconds and 
on to a top speed of i83mph, all the 
while returning a claimed 38.impg. 

In the Carrera S, those power 
outputs rise to 4i4bhp and 3691b ft, 
lowering the o-62mph sprint time 
to 3.9 seconds and raising the top 
speed to I9imph. Porsche says the 
facelifted 911 has already lapped the 
North Loop of the Niirburgring in 
ymin 34sec - more than six seconds 
faster than the current car. 

Despite the increases in power, 
CO2 emissions are actually down 
across the board, with the new car 
emitting just i69g/km in the 
Carrera version, and I74g/km in the 
Carrera S Coupe. 

The move to turbocharged 
engines won’t please all the diehard 
911 fans, as there are many who 
consider the old naturally aspirated 
units to be sacred. However, the 
new engines are claimed to be 12% 
more efficient on average. 

Gearbox options include the 
big-selling PDK automatic, and the 


existing six-speed manual, which 
currently finds its way into just 10% 
of all 911s sold globally. 

Revised Infotainment, more kit 

Another big area of improvement is 
in the 911’s infotainment system. It 
features a new y.oin touchscreen, 
and revised software and graphics. 

The standard equipment list has 
grown to include Porsche’s Active

Suspension Management system 
- which lowers the car’s ride height 
by 10mm - satellite navigation and 
post-collision braking. Options 
include four-wheel steering. This 
enables the rear wheels to turn up 
to two degrees, helping the car 
around corners and reducing the 
turning circle by 0.4 metres. 

Porsche’s ever-popular Sport 
Chrono Package is also available. 

A switch on the steering wheel 
allows the driver to choose between 
four driving modes: Normal, Sport, 
Sport Plus and Individual. Its design 
was inspired by Porsche’s hybrid 
supercar, the 918 Spyder. 

Another new option is a 
hydraulic lifting function, which 
can raise the car’s ride height by 
40mm within five seconds. 

The facelifted 911 Carrera 
and Carrera S will be available in 
Coupe and Cabriolet forms this 
December, with replacements for 
the current 4 and 4S models 
following soon. Prices range from 
£76,412 for the Carrera Coupe to 
£94,698 for the Carrera S Cabriolet, 
a rise of around £2500.

Verdict A keen price and a great diesel engine nudge new 7 Series closer to its Mercedes rival ★★★★ 



Cabin blends wood and leather with advanced technology Air suspension and adaptive dampers give a superb ride 




THIS IS THE sixth generation of the 
BMW 7 Series. Larger, lighter, more 
efficient and loaded with the very 
latest technology, the new model 
has its sights set on the sector- 
leading Mercedes-Benz S-CIass. 

It's available with four-wheel 
drive and comes in standard and 
long wheelbase forms. Power comes 
from a choice of six-cylinder petrol 
or diesel engines, in 74oLi and 730d 
variants respectively. A hybrid 
format will follow. 

Quick and supremely refined 

Despite their extra size and weight, 
BMW tried to make previous 
generations of the 7 Series handle 
with something like the prowess of 
the brand’s smaller models. Often, 
ride quality suffered as a result. 

To iron out that niggle, the 
new 7 Series gets self-levelling air 
springs front and rear, twinned 
with adaptive dampers as standard. 
The quality of the resulting ride is 
excellent. Even on optional igin 
wheels, the 7 Series is settled 


around town, and rarely anything 
less than pillowy at speed. 

Thanks to its hushed cabin and 
excellent refinement, the car is an 
adept and quiet long-distance 
cruiser. With good balance and 
body control, and plenty of grip, 
it’s good to drive, too. However, 
even in its sportiest drive mode, 
the steering and handling still 
feel detached.

Performance, though, is first-rate. 
The superb 3.0-litre straight-six 
diesel engine develops 4571b ft of 
torque and, with the standard 
eight-speed auto, has plenty of 
instantly available power. 

Meanwhile, CO 2 emissions of 
just I24g/km for the entry-level 
rear-drive model tested here, are 
lower than a Eord Mondeo 2.0-litre 
diesel automatic’s. 


Spacious and plush 

Even in standard wheelbase form, 
the 7 Series comfortably seats four 
adults. There’s actually room for 
three in the back but because the 
huge armrest can incorporate a new 
7.oin multifunction tablet - a £410 
option - it’s doubtful the middle 
seat will be used much. There’s 
plenty of leg- and head room, and 
the boot is a generous 515 litres. 

The plush cabin is trimmed in 
Nappa leather, and features wood 
veneers and metallic surrounds. 

The dash and centre console are 
familiar BMW, albeit with smarter 
switchgear. The updated iDrive 
system incorporates a touchscreen 
for the first time, and can even be 
made to recognise hand gestures. 

Eully adjustable seats and lumbar 
support are standard, so being 
comfortable behind the wheel is 
virtually guaranteed. The long 
wheelbase car is 14cm longer than 
the standard model and, as a 
consequence, has more rear space. 

An Executive Lounge Seating 
option enables the front passenger 
seat to be folded into a footrest for 
the passenger behind. 

A tempting proposition 

An ability to return a claimed 
6o.impg and waft silently along the 
motorway makes the 7 Series an 
enticing choice. Its extra kit and 
£64,530 starting price - making it 
slightly cheaper than the equivalent 
S-Class - don’t hurt, either. 

The 7 Series still trails the 
Mercedes for driving pleasure, but 
in reformulating the car to appeal 
to a certain type of buyer - in China 
and the US especially - BMW has 
produced a very impressive and 
competitive luxury saloon.

Renault Megane 

First look New Megane gains space, technology and improved quality in a bid to outgun established rivals 
On sale Summer 2016 Price from £17,000

Megane will enter one of the market’s toughest sectors There’s more interior space and much better cabin quality 


THE NEW RENAULT Megane has the 
quality, space and technology to 
beat the Volkswagen Golf and 
Eord Eocus when it goes on sale in 
summer 2016, claims its maker. 

The car’s grown-up looks contrast 
with the cheeky character of the 
Renault Clio, Captur and Kadjar 
because the model is designed to 
appeal to more serious buyers. 

“This segment is the most 
competitive in the world,” Laurens 
van den Acker, Renault’s design 
chief, told What Car?. “We’re 
going up against the very best. 

We know we must up our game.” 

Prices for the new Megane are 
expected to start from around 
£17,000, and be in line with those 
across the current range. 

Roomier and better made 

The new model is longer, lower and 
wider than the outgoing car and, as 
a result, has more interior space. 


This pays dividends for passengers. 
There’s an extra 2cm of rear knee 
space over the outgoing car, and 
shoulder room is also more 
generous. Boot space of 434 litres is 
a notable increase on that provided 
by the VW Golf and Eord Eocus. 

Renault says it has put extra 
effort into improving the fit, finish 
and quality of the Megane ’s cabin. 
Our early inspection suggests it has 
succeeded in significantly raising 
the car’s interior ambience. 

“Renault can produce cars with a 
Latin skin and a German heart,” 
says van den Acker. 

Wide choice of engines 

Renault hasn’t confirmed the new 
Megane’s engine line-up for the UK 
but it is expected to comprise five 
diesel and four petrol units, ranging 
in power from Sgbhp to 202bhp. 

Selected diesel engines will be 
sold with the option of a six-speed. 


dual-clutch automatic gearbox, 
while selected petrol engines will 
come with a seven-speed, dual- 
clutch automatic gearbox. 

A diesel hybrid model with an 
official economy figure of more 
than 94mpg and CO2 emissions 
of 76g/km will be launched in 
2017. Renault hasn’t said if it will 
be sold in the UK, however. 

High-tech equipment 

On mid-spec models, the Megane’s 
cockpit is greatly enhanced by the 
use of a full-colour head-up display, 
and a 7.0-inch digital instrument 
screen. As well as lending the cabin 
a modern feel, the head-up display 
has the advantage of allowing the 
driver to keep their eyes on the road 
while reading speed, navigation and 
driving aid instructions. 

Top-spec models get an 8.7-inch 
touchscreen in place of the 7.0-inch 
version. It replaces numerous cabin

buttons, and allows the control of 
the sat-nav, apps, radio and phone. 

Additional technology destined 
for the new Megane includes 
adaptive cruise control, automated 
emergency braking, lane departure 
warning, speeding warning and 
blindspot monitoring. Automatic 
headlights, a reversing camera and 
parking sensors, and a hands-free 
parking function are also available. 
The driver can also select between 
five driving modes ranging from 
Eco to Sport (or RS Drive on Megane 
GT models). 

However, Renault is still deciding 
which of the above items of 
equipment will be optional and 
which, standard. 

Renaultsport Megane GT 

The Megane GT, which has been 
developed by the firm’s renowned 
Renaultsport offshoot, will be 
launched at the same time as the 
standard car. Initially, it will be sold 
with a 202bhp petrol engine. A 
iGsbhp diesel option will follow. 
Both engines will be linked to 
dual-clutch gearboxes with 
steering-wheel mounted gearshifts. 

The GT also gets four-wheel 
steering as standard. The system 
works in conjunction with bespoke 
damper, spring, brake and ESP 
settings to improve high-speed 
dynamics, as well as making the car 
easier to manoeuvre at slow speeds. 

The exterior design is also 
sportier and includes extra grilles, 
twin exhausts and a diffuser. The 
interior of the car shares the 
hallmarks of more extreme 
Renaultsport models. They include 
wraparound seats, pedals finished 
in aluminium and enhanced 
stitching and materials.

Ssangyong Tivoli 

First drive The diesel-engined version of Ssangyong’s spacious SUV offers better economy 
Verdict More efficient and more refined than the petrol Tivoli w

SSANGYONG IS PINNING its hopes 
on the Tivoli to increase the firm’s 
presence in Europe. With petrol and 
diesel options on offer, and some 
aggressive pricing, it is looking to 
double its UK sales this year. 

When we tried the petrol version 
it proved to be a little coarse, a 
problem made worse by the fact 
that it needed to be worked hard to 
make swift progress. This is our first 
go in the diesel version, which 
commands a £1200 premium over 
the equivalent petrol model. 

Flexible performance 

On the road the diesel engine gives 
the Tivoli more low-end shove than 
the petrol version, with its peak 
power coming through lower down 
the rev range. However, this isn’t a 
fast car, although it feels fairly quick 
around town, and flexible enough 
to keep up with motorway traffic. 

The ride can be harsh, and isn’t 
helped by the large i8in alloys - i6in 
wheels are only available on the 
entry-level trim. 


Refinement is an issue with the 
petrol variant and, while the diesel 
isn’t perfect, it’s definitely the more 
competent overall. It can still sound 
gruff under hard acceleration, 
though, and there is noticeable 
engine and road noise in the cabin. 

The steering is a little vague, too, 
although you can alter the weight 
via three different modes: Comfort, 
Normal and Sport. You can lighten

the steering for town use, or, in 
Sport, give it a more weighty feel. 

Spacious and well equipped 

The interior is surprisingly well 
finished and, although some of the 
plastics feel cheap, most are of 
good quality. 

Entry-level SE trim brings i6in 
alloys, cruise control and Bluetooth, 
while mid-spec EX trim adds heated 


front seats, dual-zone climate 
control, a full leather interior, 
and a y.oin touchscreen with 
reversing camera. 

A further jump up to range- 
topping ELX gets keyless-go, front 
and rear parking sensors, sat-nav 
and automatic headlights. 

The infotainment system is 
fiddly to use, but features such as 
MirrorLink technology - which 
allows you to control your 
smartphone via the touchscreen - 
will be attractive to buyers. 

Undoubtedly the cabin’s biggest 
asset is the fantastic amount of 
space. Its tall, boxy proportions 
allow for generous room for four 
tall passengers. 

The boot’s 423-litre capacity is 
close to class-leading, but a big lip 
could make loading things into and 
out of it more difficult for some 
owners, and, while the rear seats 
can be folded down easily in a 
60/40 split, it does leave a stepped 
load bay. 

Worth considering 

In manual guise, the Tivoli returns a 
claimed Gs.ympg and emits ii3g/ 
km of CO2, which isn’t quite as good 
as the 1.5-litre Nissan Juke’s I04g/ 
km of CO2 and claimed yo.6mpg. 
However, the Juke in mid-spec 
Acenta trim costs £2500 more than 
the equivalent Tivoli, while the 
cheaper Dacia Duster isn’t nearly as 
well equipped. 

So a private or company car buyer 
after a small SUV with generous 
interior space should definitely 
consider this Tivoli. It may not be a 
class leader, but the diesel engine’s 
economy and improved refinement 
and performance should certainly 
win it new buyers.

Skoda Superb 

First drive Diesel Superbs are the economy kings but company buyers can’t afford to overlook the petrols - for now 
Verdict Mid-range petrol is smoother and cheaper than the diesel, and reasonably economical, too ★★★★★ 




Cabin quality on par with VW, while dash layout is spot on Folding the rear seats creates an awkward step in the boot 


IN A RECENT group test with the 
Eord Mondeo and Volvo S6o, the 
new Skoda Superb’s combination 
of impressive refinement, space 
and fuel economy so impressed us 
that it secured a well-deserved win. 

The diesel model was the version 
being considered then, but Skoda 
also offers a range of petrol engines, 
with power outputs from I23bhp to 
276bhp. The mid-range I48bhp 
1.4-litre engine is likely to 
be the most popular, and we’ve 
tested it in SE L Executive trim. 

Top quality and lots of space 

If you’re tall and often find that 
cars haven’t enough leg- or head 
room, this Superb might be the 
vehicle for you. It caters for all sizes 
with an electrically powered driver’s 
seat, and a height and reach- 
adjustable steering wheel. 

The wide, comfortable seats are 
supportive and trimmed in plush 
Alcantara. The dashboard’s 
excellent ergonomics mean no 
button is a stretch too far. 


With its many top-notch materials 
and softly damped switches, the 
quality of the cabin is easily equal 
to class leaders such as the 
Volkswagen Passat. 

forward vision is excellent 
thanks, mainly, to the slim 
windscreen pillars. Wide rear 
pillars, however, mean the view 
over your shoulder is not quite so 
good, fortunately, front and rear 
parking sensors, and automatic 
parking assist, are standard at 
SE L Executive level, and make 
manoeuvring in tight spots a 
stress-free business. 

As far as rear space goes, not 
even a ford Mondeo can match the 
Superb. It’s like travelling first-class, 
such is the enormous amount of 
head- and leg room on offer. 

There’s class-leading boot space, 
too - easily enough for several large 
suitcases, without having to fold 
down the rear seats. If you do 
have to drop the backrests, you’ll 
find they create a large step in the 
extended boot floor. 


Smooth and surprisingly brisk 

The 1.4-litre petrol engine generates 
brisk acceleration, with o-62mph 
despatched in 8.6 seconds. It 
doesn’t have as much shove below 
2500rpm as the TDI 150 diesel, 
though, so an extra gear change can 
be required if you’re caught out at 
low revs, fortunately, the six-speed 
manual gearbox is slick (there’s a 
DSG auto option available as well). 


This petrol engine is noticeably 
smoother than the diesel. There’s 
no vibration through the steering 
wheel or pedals. There’s some road 
noise over coarse surfaces, but little 
wind noise at speed. 

The Superb’s steering is more 
consistently weighted than its 
rival, the Mondeo. The Superb 
might not have that car’s handling 
finesse,but the trade-off is a more 
soothing ride. 

fuel consumption is impressive, 
too. We averaged 44mpg on a 
400-mile trip which means that, 
driven carefully, the Superb could 
cover 600 miles between fuel stops. 

More good news is that this 
1.4-fitre petrol variant is £900 
cheaper and costs less in business 
tax than the I48bhp 2.0-litre diesel 
version. However, that advantage 
will disappear in 2016 when the 
diesel surcharge is scrapped, 
from then on, company car tax 
for a higher rate taxpayer will be 
around £100 more for the petrol 
than the diesel-powered Superb. 
Regardless, it’s still one of the best 
family cars available.

Kia Sportage 

First drive All-new replacement for Kia’s stylish and popular crossover 

Verdict The prototype we drove was a work in progress, but the signs are good ★★■★’A- 



Crucially, new Sportage is as stylish as the current model The prototype we drove felt reassuringly stable at speed 


MORE THAN ONE in four of Kia’s 
sales are of the current Sportage, a 
stylish crossover that has done 
much to cement the marque’s 
reputation for producing attractive, 
reliable and good value cars. 

This current model looks likely 
to achieve its biggest annual sales 
in the UK in its final year on sale, 
despite the fact that we consider 
its practicality, refinement, ride 
comfort and handling to be 
somewhat mediocre. 

Roomier, better finished interior 

The new Sportage, which goes on 
sale in Eebruary next year, has a 
challenging brief. Not only must it 
retain its good looks, it will also 
need to show solid improvements 
if it’s to compete with highly 
competent cars such as the Nissan 
Qashqai and the Mazda CX-5. 

We had an early opportunity 
to see what the new Sportage is 
capable of, having recently driven 
prototypes undergoing hot weather 
testing in Death Valley, in the US. 


These cars are in close-to-finished 
form only in terms of their (very 
effective) air conditioning and 
under- the-bonnet cooling, while 
their engines, suspension and detail 
development are a long way from 
being signed off. However, it’s easy 
to see that the interior is a little 
more spacious, a lot better finished 
and more sophisticated. The 
presence of a huge array of

temperature monitoring gear 
made it hard to see how big the 
boot really is, or how useful the 
seats-down luggage space might be. 

More refined and good to drive 

On the move, the Sportage feels 
decently civilised. Wind noise is 
low, road noise is reasonably well 
contained and the 2.0-litre petrol 
turbo engine delivers consistent 


pulling power. It’s smooth, too, 
although it sounds busy at high 
revs. The prototype’s automatic 
transmission shifted with little 
enthusiasm and was clearly 
unfinished. We didn’t try a manual. 

The Kia’s steering is far sharper, 
however, being more responsive 
and more consistently weighted. 
European Sportages will get a 
different, variable-rate steering 
system from these prototypes, 
although we’d expect the welcome 
added precision to be maintained. 

The new Sportage corners tidily, 
feeling confident through bends 
and effortlessly manoeuvrable. 
There’s not much body roll by 
crossover standards, and it’s 
reassuringly stable at speed. The 
ride over crests and dips is good, 
but small bumps are dealt with a 
little less well. Coarse road surfaces 
generate a bit of tyre hum but this 
is unlikely to be representative of 
the showroom-ready Sportage. 

Given Kia’s track record for 
consistently improving its cars with 
each generation, it’s safe to assume 
that this new Sportage will prove to 
be more practical and better to 
drive than the outgoing model. 

Kia’s UK operation has had a voice 
in its development and, given its 
importance to the business, it will 
have been keen to ensure that the 
new model delivers. 

Don’t expect a breakthrough but 
do expect an improved Sportage. 
The pictures certainly show it’s as 
handsome as the departing model. 
Upgrades in finish, refinement, 
practicality, handling, performance 
and economy look likely, but it’s too 
soon to say whether the Nissan 
Qashqai and Mazda CX-5 have a 
major new challenger.

WITH THE NEW XE now Jaguar’s 
entry-level car, the firm has taken 
the opportunity to reshape 
the larger XE into an even more 
advanced and polished premium 
executive saloon. 

Underneath, it’s based on the 
same lightweight aluminium 
underpinnings as the XE, and it 
weighs up to 190kg less than the old 
XE. It’s also marginally smaller, 
although it has even more space 
inside. Styling differences over the 
old car are minimal, but include 
changes to the car’s front grille, 
while at the rear end its new lights 
have been inspired by the E-Type. 

We’ve already driven the car with 
the new Ingenium 2.0-litre diesel 
engines, but here we’re trying it 
with a tweaked version of the 
3.0-litre V6 diesel unit. 

Fast and versatile 

With a healthy 296bhp and 5i61b ft 
of torque, it’s a strong performer; 
the XE will reach 6omph from 
a standing start in just 5.8 seconds. 


The V6 is coupled to an eight- 
speed automatic gearbox, with both 
normal and sport driving modes - 
the latter allowing the car to stay in 
lower gears for longer. 

In Sport mode, the transmission 
quickly responds to downshifts. 
However, regardless of which mode 
the car is in, when you apply a 
sudden burst of throttle the 
gearbox is slow to react. 

The wheel-mounted paddles 
bring an extra level of driver 
involvement that makes the XE 
feel like a sports saloon. In contrast, 
on the motorway it is a relaxing 
and easy car to drive. 

One of the highlights of the XE is 
its steering. It’s well weighted and 
accurate, enabling the XE to mask 
its large size and handle with an 
agility akin to the smaller XE. 

Updated interior 

The XE’s redesigned cabin features 
a new centre console design, which 
includes the familiar dial controller 
for the gearbox. A new S.oin 


touchscreen system for controlling 
navigation and infotainment comes 
as standard, and can be upgraded to 
a 10.2-inch set-up at a cost of £1200. 

Other options include a head-up 
display and a 12.3-inch digital 
instrument cluster, which can be 
configured by the driver. 

The upgraded system we tried 
might be pricey but it works 
brilliantly, the larger display helping 


Frugal enough and fun to drive 

The XE 3.0 is a sublime sporting 
saloon that can, according to the 
official figures, return up to 
5i.4mpg. BMW’s 5 Series might 
offer better value, and Audi’s A6 
has a more premium feeling cabin, 
but the XE is the better driver’s car. 

In fact the 3.0-litre XE is one of 
the best executive saloons you 
can buy, even if it’s the smaller 
Ingenium diesel-engined versions 
that will be the biggest sellers.

Land Rover Discovery Sport 

First drive New entry-level E-Capability has the most efficient diesel engine, five seats and a keen price 
Verdict Well-priced premium SUV, but it s worth paying the extra for the better-equipped versions ★★★★

THIS NEW E-CAPABILITY model is 
the cheapest and most efficient 
Land Rover Discovery Sport in the 
range, with a I48bhp version of the 
new 2.o-Iitre diesel engine. 

The Ingenium unit replaces the 
Discovery Sport's original 2.2-Iitre 
diesel. There are two versions: this 
I48bhp one, which comes with a 
six-speed manual gearbox, or a 
I78bhp version that offers the 
option of a nine-speed automatic. 

You have to go for the higher- 
powered motor if you want seven 
seats because this entry-level 
E-Capability model has just five. 
However, in the latter's favour are 
its lower CO2 emissions (i29g/km 
compared with I39g/km in the 
I78bhp version) and the fact that 
it costs £1700 less. 

Smooth and powerful engine 

The engine picks up smoothly from 
low revs and is responsive through 
a broad rev range, making for easy 
progress in fast traffic. However, the 
vague clutch biting point can 


occasionally make smooth driving 
tricky. The gearshift is short and 
light, if not that precise, but overall 
this model is just as good to drive as 
the higher-end versions. 

Refinement is good, with the 
engine remaining hushed during 
anything but flat-out acceleration, 
and vibrations are minimal, 
making this one of the smoothest 
and quietest cars in the class.

The Discovery Sport might 
fall short of the BMW Xs's sharp 
cornering ability, but it's easy 
to place precisely thanks to 
well-weighted and fairly quick 
steering, and good front-end grip. 

However, the ride can be choppy 
and fidgety around town, although 
it settles down on faster roads. 

Off-road capability should be 
about the best in this class thanks 


to the standard four-wheel drive 
system and Terrain Response, 
which allows you to select the best 
settings for the conditions. 

Practical and comfortable 

You might not get the third row of 
seats in this version, but the boot is 
the same as the one in the seven- 
seat model. That's no bad thing 
because it's well-shaped, albeit 
narrower than the BMW Xs's. 

In the cabin, there's plenty of 
room for two tall adults in the 
back seats, which slide for some 
added versatility. In the front 
it is roomy, comfortable and 
feels well finished. 

You can't get this engine in the 
really top-end trims, which is fine 
because we favour mid-range SE 
Tech for its balance of cost and 
comfort, an3nvay. A powered 
tailgate, an 8.0-inch sat-nav system, 
climate and cruise controls, auto 
lights and wipers, parking sensors, 
comprehensive safety features and 
part-leather seats mean you won't 
need to add many options. 

Great quality, good saving 

This is a composed and well-sorted 
SUV that offers good savings over 
our favourite version of the 
Discovery Sport, the 180 auto. If you 
don't mind the five-seat layout and 
the manual gearbox, those savings 
are sizeable enough to make this 
model worth a look. 

It certainly feels premium in 
every respect, other than its 
moderately frustrating manual 
gearbox. However, given that most 
buyers in this class aren't looking to 
scrimp on money, we'd say the 
more relaxing automatic model is 
worth the extra.

Vauxhall Astra 


The seventh generation of the popular Astra promises more space, less weight 
and lower running costs, but has it done enough to impress our readers? 



THE LATEST VERSION of the 
Vauxhall Astra goes on sale in 
October, and will be priced from 
£15,295 to £23,520. 

It's smaller and lighter than the 
model it replaces, and yet it features 
increased interior space and a much 
better quality interior, and all for 
a lower price. 

It's also the first Vauxhall model 
to get the new OnStar in-car 
connectivity system as standard.

Nissan just out of warranty 

Our Nissan Navara arrived in March 
2011. Since then, it has covered just 
32,000 miles. We leased the car and 
then paid the final payment to 
purchase the vehicle in March 2014. 
We also paid extra for a one-year 
extended warranty which expired in 
March this year. 

Just one month after the extended 
warranty expired, my husband was 
driving along when there was a loud 
bang. He braked but the Navara kept 
accelerating. He turned off the 
ignition and jumped out once it had 
come to a stop because there was 
smoke coming from the engine bay. 

The Navara was recovered, 
inspected and we were told that the 
cylinder head of the engine had been 
damaged. What would solve the 
problem? A whole new engine. 

We spoke to Nissan customer 
services and explained to them that 
the car hadn’t covered a huge 
mileage, had been well looked after 
and was just slightly more than four 


years old. Nissan has offered to pay 
75% of the cost of parts to get the 
problem sorted. 

Should we accept the offer, which 
will still leave us with a hefty repair 
bill? We read about another What 
Car? reader who had an issue with 
their Nissan Navara - is this fault 
the same?

What Gainsays 

You were right to get in touch with 
Nissan customer services directly. 
They’re in the best position to come 
up with a goodwill gesture, as they 
have in this case. You’re also right 
that a Nissan Navara driver got in 
touch with us for some help when 
his car needed a new engine. 

To find out if the fault was the 
same on both cars, we got in touch 
with Nissan, who told us that the 
two cases are actually different. 
The other reader’s Navara problem 
was related to an issue with the 
gearbox, while yours is to do with 


what Nissan has called an ‘engine 
runaway’ problem. 

After speaking with Nissan, we 
believe you should take the 
goodwill gesture. We know it’s 
disappointing that the car would 
fail just outside warranty but we 
wouldn’t turn down the offer. 

AdBlue advice 

I’m looking at getting a new diesel car 
and have been told by the dealership 
that it will also need something called 
AdBlue. What is it? Why does it need 
it and where do I get it from? 

David Roberts 

What Car? says 

These are good questions, David, 
and ones that more and more car 
buyers will need to know the 
answers to. 

AdBlue is an additive that some 
diesel cars require to meet the 
latest EU6 exhaust emissions 
regulations. It works by breaking 
down the nitrogen oxide produced 
by the exhaust system into water 
vapour and nitrogen gas. 

The additive itself is derived 
from urea, water and other 
chemicals. It is a skin irritant, and 
needs to be handled with care. It 
should also be washed off any part 
of the car if it comes into contact 
with it. 

AdBlue is kept in its own tank in 
the car and will need to be filled up 
during the life of the car. 

Depending on make and model, 
this can either occur during regular 
servicing or will be topped up 
separately by you, the owner. 

If you need to top it up yourself, 
there are a few options available to 
you. The easiest is to take the car to 
your local dealership. They’ll fill the 
tank up for you, for a fee. It’s not the 
cheapest way but it is the easiest. 

You can also buy AdBlue in 
bottles from petrol stations or in 
larger sizes from the internet. Be 
careful when filling the tank to 
avoid any contact with the additive.

The final option is one that 
readers have suggested but one 
which we don’t recommend 
ourselves. Some readers have 
been directed at petrol stations to 
use commercial AdBlue pumps 
that are designed to be used by 
HGVs, especially when the garage 
has run out of bottles of AdBlue. We 
don’t recommend this because of 
the high flow rate of the AdBlue 
from these pumps and the 
likelihood that the nozzle won’t fit 
in the car’s filler. 

It’s worth keeping in mind the 
extra cost of running a car that 
requires AdBlue, although it isn’t 
prohibitively expensive. It’s also 
worth remembering that if you let 
the AdBlue tank run dry, you won’t 
be able to start the engine again. It 
is a legal requirement that cars that 
need AdBlue use it while running. 

Help from the Ombudsman 

I recently bought a used car and I 
have had some problems with it. The 
used car dealer in question isn’t being 
very helpful. Is there a governing 
body that I can approach to get some 
advice? Is there any help available to 
people like me who are worried that 
they have been sold a ‘lemon’?

What Car? says 

A new ombudsman has recently 
launched that can help anyone that 
has a complaint about a used car, 
car repairs or car servicing. It’s a 
free service called the Consumer 
Ombudsman. It will help anyone 
who has a problem with any 
product or service. 

The service is voluntary, so not 
all companies are signed up to the 
scheme, but if the company you are 
complaining about isn’t a member, 
the ombudsman will still contact 
them to see if they can come up 
with a resolution. If they can’t, the 
service will continue to offer 
advice. If the company is signed up 
with the ombudsman, its decisions 
are legally binding.

To contact the Consumer 
Ombudsman you need to head to 
www.consumer-ombudsman.org 
to go to their online contact form. 
The procedure for processing the 
complaint is for the complainant to 
approach the company first, 
having gathered evidence of the 
problem service or product. The 
company then needs to be given 
time to come up with a solution to 
the problem. 

If the solution is unsatisfactory, 
that’s when you get in touch with 
the ombudsman, who wiil then 
contact the company directly and 
try to come up with a resolution. 
Should the company refuse to 
work with the ombudsman, you’ll 
get further advice about what 
steps to take next. 

If you’re worried that you have 
been sold a lemon’, get all your 
paperwork together, create a 
timeline of events and contact the 
Consumer Ombudsman for heip. 

Plate change query 

I’ve ordered a brand new car and 
have been told that it will be delivered 
to me just a couple of weeks before 
the change of number plate. If I take 
delivery of the car then, will this 
affect its resale value? Am I better 
off waiting to take delivery of the car 
once the new plates arrive?

What Cai? says 

If you can wait for your new car and 
are able to persuade the dealership 
to register and hold onto it until the 
new plate arrives, it would 
probably be for the best. Delaying 
registration by a couple of weeks 
could increase the value of the car 
by a few hundred pounds when 
you come to sell it on. 

Even if it doesn’t increase the 
value, it would make it easier to sell 
because it will appear newer than 
the two weeks on the registration 
documents would suggest. You’d 
also get the bragging rights of 
having the new number plate.

THE BMW 3 Series is used to being 
top dog. Over the past decade, 
we ve voted it our Compact 
Executive Car of the Year no fewer 
than eight times, and it’s been top 
of the saloon sales charts almost all 
of that time. 

However, for the past couple of 
years it’s actually had to hand over 
its crown to the Audi A3 Saloon. In 
response, BMW has updated the 3 
Series’ engines and suspension, and 
made the interior more upmarket. 
We’re testing the 320d M Sport auto 
here - not the most efficient version 
but one that offers appreciably low 
company car tax bills. 

Headline competition comes 
from the Jaguar XE, the car that 
recently displaced the 3 Series as 
best driver’s car in this class. The VW 
Passat could also upset the 
established pecking order, because 
this latest model is surprisingly 
plush inside and, in R-Line trim, 
better equipped than its rivals. » 
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Triple test 


What are they like to drive? 

The XE is built using lots of 
lightweight aluminium, so it’s 
surprising that it’s the heaviest of 
our trio. That, along with the fact it 
has the least powerful engine, helps 
explain why it was the slowest in all 
but one of our acceleration tests. 

Oddly, leaving the Jag’s eight- 
speed automatic gearbox in its 
standard ‘Drive’ setting (rather than 
Sport) gives punchier upshifts and 
allows you to build speed more 
swiftly, but the XE still takes around 
half a second longer to sprint from 
SO-yomph than its rivals. 

The 3 Series is ultimately the 
fastest, and it always feels more 
eager to respond when you press 
the accelerator pedal thanks to its 
brilliant automatic gearbox. It 
swaps cogs smoothly and has a 
knack of always being in the right 
gear at the right time. 

By contrast, the Passat’s seven- 
speed auto ’box is jerky at low 
speeds. The Jaguar’s is smoother, 
but there’s often a lengthy delay 
when you ask for a sudden burst of 
acceleration, something that’s a 
particular nuisance when pulling 
out on to roundabouts. 

However, the Jag makes amends 
in other ways. It steers with a 
fluency that the other two can’t 
match, and it stays wonderfully 
balanced through corners. True, the 
3 Series grips harder and stays 
slightly flatter (at least when 
equipped with the £515 adaptive M 
Sport suspension that featured on 
our test car) but its optional 
Servotronic steering (£85) is 
inconsistently weighted and 
uncommunicative at higher speeds. 
We’ve yet to try the new 3 Series 
without this system. 

Our test Passat came with the 
optional R Line Sport Pack (£550) 
that, among other things, brings 
lower suspension and a faster 
‘progressive’ steering rack. 

However, we’d save the money, 
because the ride isn’t particularly 
smooth, especially around town 
where the Passat struggles to cope 
with potholes and beaten up, 
patchy areas of road. 

Admittedly, with their lowered 
suspension and optional arch- 
filling 19 in alloys, neither the BMW 
nor the Jaguar rides with the 
suppleness of the best executive 
cars - the XE is slightly more 
comfortable around town and the 3 
Series more settled on the 
motorway. However, both handle 
very well in different ways, whereas 
the Passat isn’t as nimble or as 
entertaining, and its quick steering 
makes it slightly tricky to judge 
how much steering angle to apply 
through faster bends.

Jaguar XE

Volkswagen Passat 

This range-topping R-Line 
model gets a 6.5in touchscreen, 
sat-nav and a DAB radio. However, 
the £815 optional Discovery system 
(pictured) adds a larger screen, 
a 64GB hard drive to store your 
music on, plus several other handy 
features, including Apple CarPlay. 

It also displays the speed limit of the 
road you’re driving down, which is 
handy if you happen to miss the 
road sign. 



What are they like inside? 

You won’t liave too mucli trouble 
finding a decent driving position in 
any of these saloons, no matter 
what your size or shape. All three 
have a good range of seat and 
steering wheel adjustment (part 
electric in the case of the Passat and 
XE), allowing you to set everything 
up just the way you want it. The 
BMW’s manual seats are a bit fiddly 
to fine-tune, but on the plus side 
they are the most supportive 
around the shoulders when you’ve 
done so. 

However, it’s disappointing that 
both the BMW and the Jag miss out 
on adjustable lumbar support. This 
important feature, which helps you 
to maintain a good posture on long 
journeys, costs £265 on the 3 Series 
and £235 on the XE, whereas it’s 
standard on the Passat. 

You might imagine the cheaper 
VW would be shown up for interior 
quality, but it’s actually the classiest 
of the three inside. The BMW runs it 
close, thanics to improvements 
including a new gloss black centre 
console, and the Jag isn’t too far off 
the pace, even though it doesn’t feel 
quite as solidly constructed as its 
rivals and some of its switchgear is 
a bit lightweight. 

If you plan to ferry around more 
than one adult on a regular basis 
then avoid the Jag. A couple of 
six-footers will fit in the back of all 
three cars, but they’ll enjoy far 
more leg- and head room in the 3 
Series and Passat, and more space 
to put their feet, too. To make 
matters worse, the Jag’s high 
windowline makes the rear cabin 
feels even more cramped than it is. 

Likewise, it’s best to steer clear of 
the XE if boot space is a priority. It’ll 
swallow a sizeable suitcase, but 
you’ll struggle to squeeze in a large 
golf bag. The BMW’s boot is usefully 
longer and wider, although it’s no 
match for the VW’s vast load area. 
The Passat is also the only one of 
our trio with split-folding rear seats, 
although these are available on the 
BMW and Jaguar for an additional 
£255 and £400 respectively. »

BMW 3 Series vs Jaguar XE vs VW Passat 


What will they cost? 

If you’re a company car driver the 
Passat will work out the cheapest. 
Yes, it emits the most CO2, but not 
by enough to outweigh its sizeable 
price advantage. Choosing the VW 
over the Jaguar will save you £690 
of your salary over the next three 
years, while the 3 Series will set you 
back £120 more than the XE over 
that same period. 

The VW is also cheaper if you’re a 
private buyer. Sizeable discounts 
help its cause, but it’s also predicted 
to lose you the least in depreciation 
during the first three years, and it is 
by far the cheapest of our trio to 
insure and service. 

The desirable Jaguar will have 
relatively small discounts initially. 
Even though it’s predicted to 
depreciate more slowly than the 
BMW, it’ll work out more expensive 
over three years by around £2500. 
It’s thirstiest in our real-world 
driving, too, averaging just 44.9 mpg 
(compared with the BMW’s 47.5mpg 
and the Passat’s 45.4mpg). 

The Passat is the most generously 
equipped, despite being the 
cheapest. Like all of these cars it 
comes with i8in alloys, climate and 
cruise controls, automatic lights 
and wipers, keyless start and rear 
parking sensors, but it also adds 
parking sensors at the front, power 
folding door mirrors and an 
adaptive cruise control system. 

The Jaguar comes with xenon 
headlights and heated front seats, 
and a lane-departure warning and 
speed limit sign recognition. Both it 
and the Passat come with automatic 
emergency braking as standard, 
whereas BMW charges extra for this 
important safety feature. »

THERE ISN’T MUCH to split this trio 
- each has at least one key strength 
over its rivals and none disappoints 
enough in any area to make us 
suggest you show caution before 
parting with your hard-earned cash.

prerequisite, but it actually has the 
classiest interior of the three. In 
fact, if it had a quieter engine, a 
more comfortable ride and a 
smoother gearbox, it may well have 
embarassed its blue-collared rivals. 

WeVe previously described the 
Jaguar XE as the best-handling car 
in this class, and the arrival of the 
new 3 Series doesn’t change this. 
The Jag’s lower CO2 emissions helps 
make up for its higher price, 
particularly if you’re a company car 
driver, and the XE is very well 
equipped, especially on the safety

front. However, we think the 
cheaper versions make even more 
sense, and the sports suspension 
fitted to this R Sport model brings 
a firmer ride without any major 
handling benefits. 

The 3 Series is the best all- 
rounder. It’s great to drive, 
reasonably practical and smarter 
inside than it’s ever been. We’d 
recommend you avoid adding 19 in 
alloys and any of the optional 
steering systems, but otherwise it’s 
a very fine executive saloon and the 
deserving winner here.

THE CONTENDERS 


THE NISSAN QASHQAI has long 
been the go-to option for anyone 
seeking a small family SUV. It’s well 
made, quiet, cost-effective and 
impressively practical It’s such a 
good all-round package that, in 
2014, we voted it our Car of the Year. 

Renault, however, is looking to 
overthrow the fabled Qashqai with 
its new Kadjar. It’s cheaper and, 
thanks to a tie-up between Renault 
and Nissan, similar under the skin, 
using the same underpinnings, 
engines and more. Provided it can 
measure up across the board, it 
stands a good chance of pipping 
the Nissan to the post. 

The Peugeot 3008 has been 
around since 2009, although it’s 
been facelifted along the way; 
its new BIueHDi diesel engine 
brings lower CO2 emissions than 
the Nissan or the Renault. Given 
that the Peugeot is also the cheapest 
to buy and the most generously 
equipped, it stands a good chance 
of causing an upset. »

What are they like to drive? 

Predictably, since they share the 
same underpinnings and I28bhp 
1.6 diesel engine, the Renault and 
Nissan are similar to drive. 

The Qashqai was slightly faster in 
our tests, but both offer punchy 
mid-range acceleration and feel 
equally at home driving around 
town or on motorways. 

The Peugeot’s new iiSbhp 1.6 
BlueHDi engine has a more linear 
and predictable power delivery, 
although it doesn’t get into its 
stride until it’s at higher revs - 
and even then its acceleration isn’t 
as eager. 

The 3008 falls short of its rivals 
on the handling front, too. This 
1.6 model does without the 
Dynamic Roll Control feature of the 
2.0-litre diesel, and it shows in the 
heavy lean you get through corners, 
while the steering is overly light 
and too vague. 

The Nissan and Renault are far 
more wieldy and precise than the 
3008, but there are differences 
between them. The Qashqai has 
better body control and more 
steering feedback, although some 
may prefer the Kadjar’s lighter 
steering around town. Both are 
pleasant enough to drive day in, 
day out, but the Qashqai feels 
a little more polished in general, 
and it also has the most 
comfortable ride of the three. 
Having said that, our test Kadjar 
came with optional igin alloy 
wheels fitted (the Qashqai and 3008 
were both on 18s) and this no doubt 
played a part in its slightly choppy 
town ride. 

The Peugeot is never truly 
uncomfortable, but it thumps 
and fidgets more than the others 
around town, and it jars more over 
potholes. It doesn’t seem to settle 
as well at motorway speeds, either. 

Refinement is what really 
separates the Kadjar and the 
Qashqai. While the Nissan is easy to 
drive smoothly, the Renault’s brake 
pedal is harder to modulate for 
precise response, and its gearshift 
isn’t as positive or as slick - 
although the 3008’s rubbery shift 
and vague clutch response are even 
more disappointing. 

The Nissan is also the quietest of 
the three, with well suppressed 
wind and road noise. The 1.6 diesel 
engine sounds quite gravelly in 
both the Kadjar and the Qashqai, 
but there’s a more noticeable noise 
in the Renault, making it the least 
peaceful cruiser here. 

The 3008 recorded the lowest 
decibel reading in our yomph noise 
test, although it actually has the 
loudest engine of the three when 
you accelerate briskly.

Renault Kadjar 

As the name suggests, the 
Dynamique Nav version of the 
Kadjar comes with sat-nav. It benefits 
from a 7.0in touchscreen, like the 
Nissan, and is similarly effective and 
simple to use. The Arkamys’ audio 
system includes a DAB tuner, USB 
and Bluetooth connectivity, and 
a 3.5mm aux-in. Like the Nissan, the 
Renault features wheel-mounted 
controls for easy access to frequently 
used functions, like volume control. 



What are they like inside? 

Space up front is similar in all of our 
SUVs, with loads of room for tall 
drivers and plenty of elbow room 
between the driver and passenger. 
Central armrests, lots of steering 
wheel and seat adjustment, and 
standard adjustable lumbar 
support ensure all three contenders 
are comfortable on long journeys. 

Both the Nissan and Renault have 
fairly classy and solid-feeling 
interior finishes, although the 
Qashqai pips the Kadjar with its 
better perceived build quality and 
more premium-feeling materials. 
The Peugeot isn’t that far behind, 
although there are some cheaper 
feeling switches that maice it feel a 
more cut-price option. 

The 3008 falls behind its rivals 
for rear passenger space, too, with 
the least leg- and head room in the 
back; longer-legged passengers 
might find their knees touching the 
hard, plastic-backed front seats. 

It’s the best here for middle 
passengers, though, since it has 
a flat floor rather than the raised 
central tunnel that eats into foot 
space in the others. 

The Nissan and Renault are 
roomy enough for tall adults to get 
comfortable in the back, although 
the panoramic glass roof that 
comes on higher trims reduces the 
head room. The Peugeot’s glass 
roof, which is standard on the trim 
we’re testing here, also cuts into 
rear head room, but it does at least 
flood the cabin with light. 

With high-set seat bases and tall 
door apertures, it’s easy to bend in 
to access a child seat in all three of 
these cars. 

The Kadjar has the largest 
claimed boot capacity, although all 
the cars have false boot floors, seats 
that fold flat easily and bag hooks 
and lashing eyes aplenty. The 
Qashqai and Kadjar both have boot 
dividers, great for keeping shopping 
from rolling around, and wider 
boots than the Peugeot. However, 
the 3008’s split tailgate is a handy 
perch when you’re taking off 
muddy wellies. »

What will they cost? 

The Peugeot’s big discounts make 
it the cheapest of the three to buy 
up front. However, its resale values 
are the worst here, so it’ll actually 
cost you around £500 more than 
the Renault if you sell on after 
three years. 

The Nissan costs the most to own 
privately, but a three-year PCP 
contract (with a £5000 deposit and 
12,000 annual mileage) will cost 
you £285 a month, compared with 
the Peugeot’s £329. However the 
Kadjar beats them both at just £223 
per month. 

The 3008 is the most affordable 
for company car drivers. If you’re in 
the 40% tax band it will set you 
back £1331 less than the Qashqai 
over three years, and £203 less than 
the Kadjar. 

We weren’t able to put the 
Renault through our True MPG 
tests, but we’d expect it to return a 
similar figure to the Qashqai’s at 
around 53.3mpg - considerably 
better than the Peugeot’s 48.8mpg. 

All three cars are well equipped, 
with climate and cruise controls, 
automatic lights and wipers, alloy 
wheels and LED daytime running 
lights. The Peugeot’s panoramic 
glass roof and head-up display earn 
it an extra star for standard 
equipment, while it and the Nissan 
get some advanced parking aids, 
including front and rear sensors. 

The Qashqai received the 
maximum five-star Euro NCAP 
crash rating in 2014. The 3008 was 
also five-star rated, but was tested in 
2009 when the requirements were 
less stringent. The Kadjar is yet to be 
tested, but should protect you as 
well as the Qashqai, and includes 
the same automatic emergency 
braking system to help you avoid 
shunts in the first place. 

All three cars are equally highly 
rated for protection against being 
stolen and broken in to, according 
to the security experts at Thatcham. 

Nissan and Peugeot finished 
ninth and 12th in our reliability 
survey of 37 manufacturers. Renault 
came 21st. The Kadjar is too new for 
reliability feedback, but we’d expect 
it to be similar to the Qashqai. The 
Renault has a four-year warranty, 
while the other two are covered for 
three years.

THE TRICKY THING here is 
choosing between the Nissan and 
the Renault. After all, they have 
many of the same merits, including 
a punchy diesel engine, impressive 
practicality and confidence- 
inspiring handling. Put simply, 
both are supremely fit for purpose. 

In the end it’s the Qashqai that 
emerges as the winner. It’s more 
refined than its French rival, is 
easier to drive smoothly, thanks to 
its better brake and clutch pedal 
feel, and is superior in its ride and 
handling too.

The Nissan’s slightly classier 
interior is also a factor, as is its 
impressive equipment, although it 
is the most expensive car here. 

The Kadjar comes extremely 
close to edging it, thanks to its 
cheaper price and lower PCP 
payments. Company car buyers 
may also find the savings offered by 
the Renault hard to resist, although 
we think the Nissan’s greater talents 
are worth the price premium, 
however you’re buying. 

That leaves the Peugeot. Despite 
its age, the 3008 is still a likeable 


car, with a comfortable cabin that’s 
full of big-car features. True, it isn’t 
that spacious in the back, but 
provided you’re not carrying four 
adults on a regular basis, its interior 
is just as well suited to family life as 
the Qashqai’s and the Kadjar’s, and 
the standard split tailgate is a 
seriously appealing feature. 

The Nissan and the Renault are 
considerably better all-rounders, 
then, but the 3008 is worth 
considering if a low initial outlay or 
cheap monthly company car bills 
are your priority.

MAKE A CAR light and it’ll reward 
you in many ways. You’ll need less 
power to make it go, so a smaller, 
more efficient engine will provide 
enough performance. With less 
bulk to shift around it’ll be more 
willing to turn in to corners, too; all 
key attributes of a great sports car. 

It’s a formula that Mazda has 
always adopted with its iconic MX-5 
roadster. This all-new version is 
even lighter than the car it replaces, 
weighing barely more than the 
original did back in 1989. 

Toyota’s GTS 6 is similar in 
concept: it’s relatively lightweight 
and, like the Mazda, feeds the power 
from a 2.0-litre petrol engine to its 


rear wheels. It’s better value than it 
has ever been, too, thanks to a new 
entry-level Primo trim. 

So, despite one being a coupe and 
the other a convertible, they share 
similar DNA. Which one is the 
better sports car? 

What are they like to drive? 

Both have four-cylinder 2.0-litre 
engines, but there are differences. 
The Toyota’s motor sits lower in the 
car for a better centre of gravity, and 
it develops an extra 40bhp. 
However, the MX-5 is a fair bit 
lighter, which helps give it the edge 
for straight-line performance. On a 
wet track the Mazda slithered away

from a standstill to hit 6omph in an 
impressive y.Gsec. 

On paper that’s not much faster 
than the GTS 6, but the MX-5 feels 
like a considerably quicker car. 
That’s because when you put your 
foot down its engine starts pulling 
strongly from isoorpm all the way 
to the red line. The GTS 6 doesn’t 
start to rouse until 2500rpm, and 
is only fully awake at 4500rpm. 

As a result, you find yourself 
changing down more often, and 
revving the engine harder to get 
the best out of it. 

Sadly, the GTS6’s engine doesn’t 
sound very good when pushed, 
emitting a gravelly, uninspiring

whine. The MX-s’s soundtrack is far 
more pleasant and encourages you 
to put your foot down at every 
available opportunity. 

The MX-5 has an excellent 
six- speed gearbox, too. The stubby 
lever feels delightful and, as you 
grab each gear, the slick action has 
the mechanical precision of a Swiss 
timepiece. The GT86’s lever is 
longer and the shift is notchier, 
although it’s far from unpleasant. 

Both of these cars are supremely 
rewarding to drive quickly. Their 
lightness makes them seriously 
nimble, so when you turn in to a 
corner they respond immediately. 
There’s marginally more feedback 
through the GT86’s steering, 
which gives you a slightly better 
connection with the front wheels. 
However, the differences are small, 
and the Mazda’s steering is hard to 
fault for accuracy. 

The Toyota is also better tied 
down, staying fairly flat through 
bends, while the MX-5 leans more 
as you turn in. Both feel beautifully 
balanced, though, with skinny tyres 
allowing you to exploit their playful 
I handling at sensible speeds. Sure,

S It’s also surprising how well 
they ride given their sporting 
pretentions; both soak up bumps 
without ever becoming 
uncomfortable.

You still feel bumps as they pass 
beneath the car, but in a slightly less 
aggressive fashion. 

The Toyota has the noisier engine 
but, with its soft-top closed, the 
MX-5 suffers from a lot more wind 
noise at motorway speeds - you 
might have to turn the radio up a 
notch or two. However, drop the 
roof, a process that takes just a few 
seconds, and the MX-5 is pretty 
refined by convertible standards, 
with very little buffeting. »

What are they like inside? 

Tall drivers might find the MX-5 
cramped, but everyone else will be 
perfectly comfortable. The seats are 
narrow but supportive, and, while 
there’s no reach adjustment for the 
steering wheel, the driving position 
is otherwise pretty good. 

The GTS 6 feels appreciably bigger 
inside, and there’s more adjustment 
in its driver’s seat. The steering 
wheel adjusts for reach, too, and the 
seats also hold you in place better 
during hard cornering. 

Mind you, the Mazda has the 
smarter interior. The Toyota’s 
cheaper-feeling dashboard plastics 
and low-rent LCD displays make it 
feel like a throwback to the 1980s. 

By contrast, the MX-5 feels 
thoroughly modern inside, with 
good ergonomics. SE-L Nav trim 
adds an excellent sat-nav to the 
infotainment system, which is 
controlled by a rotary dial between 
the front seats; the touchscreen in 
the GTS 6 is nowhere near as slick. 

There’s not much storage space in 
the Mazda which, unlike the Toyota, 
lacks door bins or even a glove box. 
There is a small, lockable cubby 
between the two seats, with small 
storage spaces just behind them. 

While the Mazda is strictly 
a two-seater, the Toyota will 
technically carry four. In reality, the 
back seats are better used as extra 
storage space, although a couple of 
small children will fit. 

That, and a decent-sized boot, 
make the GTS 6 a relatively practical 
proposition by sports car standards. 
The MX-5 ’s pokey boot will only

hold a couple of weekend bags, so 
be prepared to pack light. 

What do they cost? 

If you’re a private buyer, the MX-5 
should cost you just over £1000 less 
to start off with. Both cars will lose a 
similar amount in depreciation, 
although owning the Mazda over 
three years will cost you around 
£1300 less, thanks to its cheaper 
insurance and road tax and 
considerably better real-world 
fuel economy. 

The Mazda also works out 
cheaper as a company car, with a 
saving of £1700 in benefit-in-kind 
(BIK) tax over the next three years, 
thanks to its lower CO2 emissions 
and cheaper list price. 

It’s a similar story if you’re 
buying on PCP finance. The MX-5 
comes in at £247 a month over three 
years - based on a £5000 deposit 
and 10,000 miles a year - while the 
Toyota adds £45 to that monthly 
bill. The Mazda also makes a similar 
saving when it comes to leasing. 

The Mazda might be well priced 
but it’s surprisingly well equipped, 
too, with sat-nav, climate control, 
LED headlights, Bluetooth, a DAB 
radio, I7in ‘gunmetaT grey alloys 
and cruise control all featuring as 
standard. The entry-level GTS 6 
Primo makes do with basic air-con 
and Bluetooth from that list. A DAB 
radio isn’t even available as an 
option, and its i6in alloys don’t fill 
the wheelarches quite as well as the 
MX-5 ’s larger wheels. 

Neither car has been crash tested 
by Euro NCAP, but both come with 
front and side airbags (plus driver’s 
knee and curtain ’bags in the GTS 6) 
and a tyre pressure monitor. 
However, you won’t find any 
modern safety features such as 
emergency city braking or traffic 
sign recognition - even on the 
options list. 

Both cars get an alarm and 
immobiliser, and proved similarly 
effective at resisting theft and 
break-ins when tested by security 
experts Thatcham. 

The GTS 6 comes with a five-year, 
100,000 mile warranty, while the 
MX-5 makes do with an extendable 
three years or 60,000 miles. 
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The GT86’s boot is bigger and more useable thanks to a wider opening. Rear seats are only big enough for small children, but add some extra storage.

OUR VERDICT 


Both cars are brilliant fun to drive and offer an authentic sports 
car experience. Toyota has slashed the price of the GTS 6 and it now 
makes more sense than ever.

True, it doesn’t steer quite as sweetly as the Toyota, and it isn’t as 
practical, but the Mazda is more comfortable, better equipped and 
considerably cheaper.

FORD’S INTRODUCTION OF the 
S-Max back in 2006 gave MPV 
buyers a chance to rejoice. At last, 
here was a seven-seater that was 
easy on the eyes and also genuinely 
enjoyable to drive. Unsurprisingly, 
it sold by the bucketload. 

In fact, such was its success that it 
remained on sale for an unusually 
long nine years. Now, an all-new 
version has finally arrived, and it 
promises more space, a more 
upmarket interior and much lower 
running costs. Here we’re testing 
what’s likely to be the biggest selling 
model in the new range, the 
i48bhp 2.0-Iitre diesel engine 
combined with Zetec trim. 


Going up against it is Vauxhall’s 
Zafira Tourer. In 1.6-Iitre diesel form 
it’s only slightly less powerful than 
the S-Max yet is considerably more 
fuel-efficient. Vauxhall’s business- 
focused Tech Line trim brings an 
impressive list of standard 
equipment, too, and all for less 
money than you’ll pay for the Ford. 

What are they like inside? 

It’s easy to get comfortable in both 
cars thanks to a similarly generous 
amount of seat and steering wheel 
adjustment. Both cars’ tall, wide 
windscreens and thin front pillars 
also provide you with a good view 
of the road ahead, although the 
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Ford S-Max vs Vauxhall Zaf ira Tourer 



Ford’s curvier rear end obscures 
more of your view when you’re 
looking over your shoulder. 

What is clear is that Ford has 
improved the quality of the S-Max’s 
interior. It’s still not perfect, but 
there are enough soft-touch 
plastics in all the important places, 
and everything feels more sturdily 
assembled. The Zafira, meanwhile, 
has cheaper-feeling dashboard 
plastics, as well as a flimsier centre 
console and a more lightweight feel 
to its switchgear. 

The Vauxhall is also second best 
for infotainment. There are too 
many small buttons and knobs to 
get the hang of, and the menus on

the y.oin colour screen could also 
do with being more intuitive. The 
Ford’s S.oin touchscreen is certainly 
easier to use, although it sometimes 
takes a while to respond when you 
press it, and there are some 
unnecessarily small buttons. 

The fact you have to pay £300 extra 
for sat-nav (which is standard on 
the Vauxhall) is also rather galling. 

Tall adults won’t feel cramped in 
the front of either car. Both offer 
generous leg room, but the Zafira’s 
higher ceiling provides a few extra 
centimetres of head room. The 
S-Max has a wider cabin than the 
Zafira, though, and that makes it 
feel like an altogether larger car. 

Move to the middle row of seats 
and you’ll find three individual 
chairs in both cars, which can be 
slid back and forth and folded flat 
independently of one another. 

The Zafira trumps the S-Max for 
outright head- and leg room, 
although once again the Ford’s 
wider rear cabin means that it is 
the better car for seating three 
adults side-by-side. 

The S-Max has the more family 
friendly rearmost seats, too. It offers 
noticeably more head room and 
slightly more knee- and shoulder 
room than its rival, too. Fiowever, 
both cars’ sixth and seventh seats 
fold flat into the boot floor and are 
light enough to pull into position 
using one hand. 

With the seats folded away, the 
Zafira just beats the S-Max for 
official boot space (710 litres vs 
700), but our measurements show 
the Ford’s load bay is more practical 
- it’s longer, wider and has a bigger 
opening for easier access. That said, 
the Zafira has marginally more boot 
space, measured to the windowline, 
with all seven seats in place. 

What are they like to drive? 

The S-Max’s engine is bigger and 
has more power and torque, but 
there isn’t much to split the two for 
outright performance. The Ford’s 
taller gearing means it’s actually 
slightly slower when accelerating »

gears. However, change down 
a couple of gears, rev the Ford’s 
engine hard and it’ll accelerate 
slightly more briskly than its rival. 

The Ford’s engine is also quieter 
when worked hard and fewer 
vibrations make their way into 
the cabin, while the S-Max also 
has the more positive and precise 
gearshift. You’ll also notice less road 
and wind noise when cruising at 
motorway speeds in the S-Max. 

No one expects an MPV to handle 
like a hot hatch, but the S-Max is as 
good as you could possibly hope. 

Its steering is accurate and evenly 
weighted, the front tyres grip hard 
through tight corners, and the 
Ford’s large body stays surprisingly 
upright. Meanwhile, the Zafira’s 
steering feels vague around the 
straight-ahead, and there’s 
ultimately less grip to exploit when 
cornering quickly. There’s more 
body roll, too, although the 
Vauxhall never gets too out of 
shape through corners. 

Our S-Max had larger- than- 
standard i8in alloy wheels fitted, 
but it still rode well. It’s undeniably 
firmer than the Zafira, but only the 
sharpest bumps are felt inside. 
Importantly, its body remains 
composed at all speeds. The Zafira 
has altogether softer suspension, 
and rides large obstructions, such 
as speed bumps, very well. However, 
it tends to move around more over 
patched-up surfaces, and there’s 
more vertical body bounce 
whenever you encounter dips 
or crests in the road.

What will they cost? 

The Zafira is cheaper to start with 
and haggling with your dealer will 
see that price advantage grow to 
more than £2300. The Vauxhall is 
also cheaper to service, tax and 
insure, and our True MPG economy 
tests show it’ll cost you £214 less at 
the pumps every 12,000 miles. 

However, the Vauxhall’s 
comparatively heavy depreciation 
outweighs all of this, and that 
means it’s actually marginally more 
expensive than the S-Max to own, 
assuming you buy now and sell 
after three years. 

The Zafira is the much cheaper 
company car, though. Its lower list 
price and better CO2 emissions help 
it to a saving of almost £1800 over 
the S-Max over three years, 
assuming you’re a 40% taxpayer. 

If you’re buying on PCP finance, 
the Ford will cost you a reasonable 
£330 a month over three years. 
That’s based on a £5000 cieposit 
and an annual mileage of 12,000. 
Vauxhall wasn’t able to provide us 
with a comparable PCP quote, 
because its Tech Line models are 
aimed squarely at business users. 

Both cars come with lyin alloy 
wheels, air-conditioning, a DAB 
radio, electric windows all-round, 
front and rear parking sensors and 
a multifunction steering wheel as 
standard. The Vauxhall also gets sat- 
nav and cruise control, whereas the 
Ford counters with keyless start and 
a heated front windscreen. 

On the safety front, both cars get 
six standard airbags, but automatic 
emergency braking isn’t available 
on the Vauxhall, even as an option 
- Ford charges an extra £450 for it. 
That said, the new S-Max has yet to 
be crash-tested by Euro NCAP, 
whereas the Zafira was awarded a 
top score of five stars when it was 
launched back in 2011. 

According to the security firm 
Thatcham, the new S-Max scores 
highly in its tests for its resistance 
to being driven away, as well as for 
avoiding a break-in. On both counts 
it was slightly better than the Zafira, 
which was also hampered by the 
fact that Vauxhall charges extra for 
an alarm, unlike Ford, which offers 
one as standard.

OUR VERDICT 


Both of these cars will seat five children easily enough, hut the S-Max 
will keep them more comfortable as they grow taller. The Ford is also 
better to drive, more refined and has the more upmarket interior. The 
fact it’s also cheaper to own if you’re buying privately seals the deal. 

This Zafira’s lower CO2 emissions make it well worth considering if 
you’re a company car driver, though, and it’s even more generously 
equipped as standard.

LIKE A NIGHTCLUB bouncer on 
a busy Friday night, I appear to be 
operating a strict one-in, one-out 
policy when it comes to Audi TTs. 

The 2.o-Iitre turbo petrol Coupe 
Tve been running for six months 
has left the building, to be replaced 
by a 2.o-Iitre turbo petrol Roadster 
- more on which another time. 

On the face of it, a TT is a TT, but 
there’s such a variation in the range 
that one model, even though the 
mechanical specification looks 
similar, can have a very different 
character to another. 

The dearly departing Coupe sits 
towards the sporting end of the TT 
range. Its 2.o-litre engine makes a 


healthy 228bhp which, via its 
quattro four-wheel-drive system, is 
good enough for it to reach 62mph 
from rest in 5.3 seconds. 

Presumably it helps that it has 
a twin-clutch automatic gearbox, 
too: that the next gear is always 
pre-engaged means that shift times 
are almost instantaneous. That

doesn’t just make a difference to 
how fast it goes, it also makes the 
TT change gear much more 
smoothly than I could operate 
a manual gearbox. 

What’s impressed me most about 
the TT isn’t how quickly it goes, but 
how classy it feels. Perhaps that’s 
no surprise; Audi makes terrific 
interiors and the TT’s Virtual 
Cockpit, which has an array of 
digital dials and instruments, is 
a class above. From the satellite 
navigation to the radio to the rev 
counter, everything is easily 
accessed, and scrolling through it is 
simple. It helps clean up the rest of 
the dashboard too, so is a win-win. 

Another reason Audis feel classy 
is because the company is no 
stranger to an options list - it’s one 
reason it makes so much money. 

So while some TTs can feel quite 
ordinary, this Coupe has felt 
extremely special. The list price was 


£35335, but it came equipped with 
some £11,000 of options, which 
meant it left the showroom costing 
a cool £46,185. 

Yes, that’s an awful lot for a small 
coupe with tiny rear seats and a 
2.0-litre engine. However, whether 
it was its leather seats, or the 
muscular appearance of its 20in 
wheels, or maybe the ‘keyless go’, 
to me the TT always felt like a 
premium product - easily as classy 
as a Porsche Cayman. Curious how 
what must be very small details can 
make a very big difference to the 
feel of things. 

Those 20in wheels wouldn’t be 
for everyone, mind. I’m prepared to 
sacrifice ride quality for aesthetics, 
but I won’t lie to you, the Coupe was 
quite firm around town. I got used 
to it pretty quickly, so it never 
bothered me, but some of my 
colleagues found it too stiff, 
especially on longer journeys.

That aside, the TT has proved a 
pretty pain-free experience. I took it 
from barely run-in to 8857 miles, 
which wouldn’t have necessitated a 
trip to the dealer for servicing were 
it not for the TT’s only niggle; the 
door speaker grille started rattling, 
so it was put back in place under 
warranty, with minimal hassle. 
Curiously it’s not the only new TT 
I’ve heard this happening to. It 
seems one of the clips that holds 
the door cards in place isn’t quite 
strong enough, and works free with 
prolonged stereo use. Or perhaps 1 
just need to turn down the volume. 

At the same dealer trip, we had 
the TT’s heated seat lights, which 
had been intermittently flickering 
on and off, fixed. Those small things 
aside, the TT needed nothing else, 
not even a hint of oil, and over the 
full length of our test it returned an 
acceptable 29.2mpg. 

Given 1 do a fair bit of town 
driving as well as big motorway 
journeys, it’s not surprising that our 
car’s economy is a little shy of the 
32.6mpg True MPG figure. Perhaps 
predictably it’s a long way short of 
the 43.5mpg official figure, too. 

In fact, six months after taking 
custody of the TT Coupe, it’s hard to 
be too disappointed about anything 
- except opening the curtains of a 
morning these days, and finding it’s 
no longer parked outside.

THINK NISSAN FAMILY car and, 
chances are, the Qashqai will pop 
into your head. Rightly so, to be 
honest - it’s an excellent choice and 
a former What Car? Car of the Year 
Award winner. It’s not right for 
everyone, though; it’s not the 


cheapest car around and it doesn’t 
offer the option of seven seats. 

Step forward our two latest 
long-term test cars: the Nissan 
Pulsar and X-Trail. The Pulsar 
majors on space, equipment and 
value, while the X-Trail is a large 
SUV that offers seating for up to 
seven. In other words, they’re 
designed to offer something 
slightly different to the default- 
choice Qashqai, and to appeal to 
slightly different people. 

We’II certainly be putting that to 
the test during our time with the 
cars. The Pulsar will be subjected to 
everything from urban commuting 
to regular long motorway schleps, 
while the X-Trail’s brief is to be a 
videographer’s workhorse. You see, 
its custodian is What Car?'s video 


man, James Holloway, who uses his 
car to get to videoshoots all over 
the country and even as a mobile 
camera vehicle. 

The X-Trail was the obvious 
choice for such tasks, thanks to 
its spacious cabin and boot, lofty 
driving position and comfortable 
ride. We also went for the four- 
wheel-drive version, which will help 
James get to any remote video 
locations. That meant going for 
diesel power (the petrol engine 
comes with front-wheel drive only), 
but then the diesel’s superior 
low-rev shove should make it the 
better bet for hauling along a big 
SUV full of bulky camera gear. 

High-end N-tec trim offers all the 
equipment James needs, including 
sat-nav and an opening panoramic 


sunroof, so that’s the one we went 
for. The two additional seats in the 
back added £8oo to the price and 
will allow us to test the X-Trail’s 
practicality to the full, while the 
£550 Copper Blaze metallic paint 
will certainly stop us losing the 
X-Trail in a car park. The total price 
was just shy of £31,000, which 
sounds like a lot, but then this is a 
large 4x4 with a generous kit list. 
Besides, it should be cheap to run; 
early fuel economy of 45mpg looks 
promising and the efficient engine 
means tax bills are low. 

The Pulsar’s on-paper credentials 
are similarly impressive. It will 
spend most of its time in town, so 
petrol power was the natural choice. 
The little 1.2-Iitre turbocharged 
engine is also our favourite in the

Every version is stacked with kit, 
too. As with the X-Trail, we went 
for N-tec trim; this comes with 
touchscreen sat-nav, a reversing 
camera, dual-zone climate control, 
LED headlights and keyless entry 
and engine starting for less than 
£20k. In fact, the only option we 
added was the Azure paint, at £550. 

Early impressions of both cars are 
good. The X-Trail is refined and 
relaxing to drive, and has already 
sailed through its first 400-mile 
day. The Pulsar, likewise, is an easy 
car to get to grips with, although 
you have to be slick with your 
clutch control when pulling away. 
It’s already clear that while neither 
car grabs the headlines like the 
Qashqai does, both have plenty to 
shout about.

AS PREDICTED IN my first i20 
report, Tve been racking up the 
miles in the Hyundai. It was 
delivered to our office in March 
with 962 miles on the clock and iCs 
now almost at the 7400-mile mark. 


The majority of those miles 
have been on motorways, 
trundling between Twickenham 
and Bristol, and attending car 
launches all over the country. The 
i20 is a decent long-distance cruiser 
helped by its super-slick gearshift 
action, comfortable seats and quiet 
engine note. 

However, one fly in the ointment 
is how hard you have to work the 
engine when joining motorways. 



Being normally aspirated, the i20 
has a peaky power delivery and 
doesn’t properly pick up its skirt 
until high up in its rev range. It’s 
certainly not a brisk performer, but 
it has exceeded expectations when 
it comes to mile-munching. 

Its practicality has also been put 
to the test in the past couple of 
months, when the i20 was called 
into action at short notice to help 
a housemate up sticks. 

“Is that going to be big enough?” 
he quipped. However, with the seats 
folded flat (a simple adjustment) 
the boot space expanded from its 
class-leading 326 litres with the 
seats up to a more-than-adequate 
1042 litres - and the i20 swallowed 
the various boxes comfortably. 

The Hyundai has also been 
used to take my 82-year-old gran 
food shopping on many occasions, 
as well as tackling trips to the 
airport for work. Despite having a 
variable height boot floor, I still 
haven’t had the need to alter it from 
its higher, natural, position, because 
the boot handles the food shop and 
my suitcase easily.

No matter how hard I argue, they 
simply won’t buy a Peugeot. They 
think Japanese and Korean brands 
are more reliable, American ones 
more technologically advanced 
and German ones simply better 
engineered.

The 22od’s diesel engine has good 
amounts of low-end punch, and 
even with a boot full of child 
clobber and Mrs Mac and son in the 
cabin, there’s enough performance 
for brisk progress.

Contract hire and leasing 

We tell you about fitting accessories, 
maintenance deals and PCP vs contract hire 


What’s the difference between 
contract hire and leasing? 

leasing’ is a catch-all term that 
includes finance lease and lease 
purchase, as well as contract hire, 
which is a form of leasing. 

Should I go for contract hire or a 
PCP arrangement? 

Although monthly payments are 
often similar, at the end of the deal 
a PCP gives you the flexibility to own 
the car for an extra lump sum, or put 
a deposit down on another deal. If 
you have to terminate the deal early, 
contract hire often carries a penalty 
of 50% of the outstanding rental; the 
penalties on a PCP are much smaller. 

With contract hire, VAT-registered 
users can reclaim VAT on some of 
the finance and maintenance costs. 

Does it make sense to take out a 
‘with maintenance’ agreement? 

Companies go for these as it makes 
budgeting easier. For private buyers, 
the fixed cost can also be reassuring, 
but you should work out whether it 
is cheaper to pay for your own 
maintenance. Generally, the higher 
your mileage, usually one in excess 


of 20,000 miles, the more viable a 
maintenance agreement becomes. 

Can 1 fit accessories to a car on 
contract hire? 

You need to get the permission of 
the leasing company before you 
add any accessories, and it is up to 
you to remove these accessories 
and make good any damage.

What about delivery dates, sourcing 
reliable used cars, finder’s fees and 
giving a broker money up front? 


A BROKER CLAIMS HE CAN 
SUPPLY ME WITH A NEW 
BMW X5 SOONER THAN MY 
LOCAL DEALER CAN. 

Is this possible? 

It could be that the broker 
pre-ordered a new X5 on the basis 
that he’d be able to find a buyer for 
it, or he may have a cancelled 
order. In either case, it is possible 
that you could beat the dealer 
waiting list, but quiz him about the 
basis for his claim. If it’s one of the 
two cases above, ask to see the 
proof, make sure the car has the 
same engine and trim that you 
want, and remember that you 
won’t be able to choose the spec if 
the car has been ordered. Get the 
delivery date in writing, too. 

rVE SEEN A BROKER WHO IS 
CHARGING A FINDER’S FEE 
OF £1000. 

Is this right? 

Shop elsewhere. There is nothing 
to stop brokers charging finder’s 
fees, even as high as this. However, 
unless the car is very exclusive or 
you’re jumping a long queue for an 
in-demand model, £1000 is steep. 
As a general rule, most reputable 
brokers earn their commission 
from the dealer, not the customer 
so be wary if you’re asked to pay 
the broker any money. 

IS IT SAFE TO PAY MONEY TO 
A BROKER BEFORE F VE 
TAKEN DELIVERY OF A CAR? 

It puts you in a very vulnerable 
position, even if the broker is 
trustworthy. If the broker goes 
bust before your car has arrived, 
you may not see the car or the 
money. The safest options are to 
use a broker who insists you pay 
the dealer directly for the car, or 
pay the money into an ‘escrow’ 
holding account until the car is 
ready for delivery. If you have 
handed cash to a broker, get 
written proof that the supplying 
dealer has received your money. 

CAN BROKERS SUPPLY USED 
AS WELL AS NEW CARS? 

Yes. The majority of new-car 
brokers also supply nearly new 
motors and the savings compared 
with the DIY route are broadly 
similar. Likewise, the usual caveats 
about using a broker also apply. 


Also, if the car is only a few 
months old, it’s worth ensuring 
that it isn’t a ‘dealer return’ - a new 
car returned by a customer 
because it was sub-standard. 

IF I BUY FROM A BROKER, 
WHAT FINANCE AND 
WARRANTY CAN I EXPECT? 

Most brokers don’t offer finance 
directly, but they can notify the 
dealer that you’re interested in 
paying for your car this way, and 
from then on, your dealer will 
discuss your options with you 
and conduct the transaction as 
normal. Every new car, whether 
you find it in a showroom or via 
a broker, comes with a full 
manufacturer’s warranty. 

WHERE DO BROKERS SOURCE 
THEIR CARS? 

Although some brokers specialise 
in imports, the majority deal in UK 
models, supplied by UK dealers. 
They’ve already negotiated 
discounts, so save you hassle and 
time but it’s possible to beat a 
broker’s price if you’re determined. 
Most brokers refer you to the 
dealer, and from then on you deal 
direct. As the car is supplied by a 
dealer you have a right to expect 
the same service as if you’d 
walked in off the street.

Pre-regcars:

If I buy through a broker, 
will I be the car’s first 
registered keeper?

Ask to see the broker’s terms 
and conditions before you buy. 
Some ‘rogue’ companies 
pre-register cars to claim 
manufacturer fleet discounts. 
However, while you might save 
a bit of money, this can be risky 
- you could invalidate your 
insurance. Reputable brokers 
only sell cars ordered through 
dealers where you are the first 
registered keeper. Get this 
assurance in writing, and don’t 
‘accept’ the car until you are in 
receipt of the V5C.
